ert Economy Proposal.

Madison. Wis.,

state 
police department that will do all of 
the inspection work of the various 
state commissions is 
proposed in a 
bill which wil be introduced in the 
assembly in a few days by Assembly- 
man H. C. Bradley of Hudson. In 
enect the measure is far-reaching and 
Mr. Bradley says that it will accom- 
plish all of the good from inspection 
w°rk that is now accomplished at 
$25,000 less expense annually. Under 
the terms of his bill this police de- 
partment will be under the direction 
and supervision of the state dairy 
and food commission. 


Do All Inspection Work. 
This state police department will 
do all of the inspection work of the 
state dairy and food commission, the 
state 
industrial 
commission, 
the 
railroad commission, the department 
of weights and measures, the inspec- 
tion of hotels, barber - shops, of pub- 
lic buildings for fire escapes, the 
work of the state factory 
inspectors 
and the 
inspectors of illuminating 
oils. 


The state shall be divided into in- 
spection . districts 
corresponding to 
[he senatorial districts of the state 
For each district the governor shall 
appoint an inspector 
for a term of 
four years 
at a salary of $1,000 a 
year and traveling expenses. These 
appointees must be conformed by the 
senate. The inspectors must make 
a weekly report to the state dairy and 
food commissioner of all work doue, 
including the number of inspections.

Investigate Story Told By Nurse at 


German Odd 'Fellows' Home

tion into the story of Frederick Mors 
that he killed inmates of the German 
Odd Fellows' home, where he was em- 
ployed as nurse, centered .today in 
efforts to obtain sufficient corrobora- 
tion to warrant exhuming the bodies 
of three of the alleged victims.

ment pavement will be laid . through 
the overflow section and a concrete 
shoulder will be laid on the flood side 
of the road which will prevent erosion 
at the time of high water. 
A similar 
spillway, 1,200 feet in length, was con- 
structed near Brodhead during 1914. 


The expense of concrete pavements 
will 
not he excessive, according to 
Highway Commissioner Moore, "who 
secured some valuable data at

road school of the state highway com- 
mission which closed in Madison last 
week. It is estimated that the cost 
will 
range from $1.15 to $1.30 per 
yard, differing according to the dis- 
tance of the haul. In most localities 
in Rock county sand and gravel is 
readily available, which is a most im- 
portant consideration.

takes to build macadam highways and 
for permanence and durability- there 
is said to be no comparison.
